The motion was seconded by Sir Knight Clifton J. Tooth- 


aker, Jr., Eminent Commander of Newburyport Command- 
ery No. 3 K.T. 


' Discussion on the above Amendment was led-off by 
Sir Knight Theodore H. VonKamacke, Jr., of Beauseant 
Commandery No. 41 K.T. who stated that the proposed 
amendment was of such importance that he moved it be 
tabled until the Annual Conclave. Upon the request of Sir 
Knight James ©. Bayley, Past Commander of Boston Com- 
mandery, No. 2.K.T., a substitution from “tabled” to “post- 
ie , Was made thereby permitting further discussion. 
a night Robert G. Wilson, Jr., Grand Treasurer and Past 

mmander of Boston Commandery No. 2 K.T., spoke au- 
thoritatively on the need for the amendment to be passed 
now as conditions would not change to a more favorable 
position in the immediate future. His statements were at- 
tested by the financial records for the past three years. 


After some further discussion, the action for postpone- 
ment came to a ballot and was soundly defeated. 79 Sir 
Knights were present. A ballot on the original amendment 
was taken and 71 voted YES, and 5 NO and 8 did not vote.

The various savings bank books were examined 
and the balances at December 31, 1967 verified by direct confirmation 
with the banks. It was determined that all interest receivable within 
the year on these accounts was received. 


Disbursements in payments of expenses and for student loans 
made during the year were compared with cancelled checks and with 
approved vouchers and warrants. 


Student loans were analyzed as of December 31, 1967. No accounts 
were charged off during the year under Grand Encampment authori- 
zation,

The liability for Federal and state taxes withheld and for social 
security taxes at December 31, 1967 has been reflected in the accom- 
panying balance sheet. Accounting expense and the payment due the 
Committee on the Educational Foundation of the Grand Encampment 
have been accrued as at the end of the year. 


In my opinion, the accompanying balance sheet and related state-

Through the use of the every member compilation we 
will also be able out of Chicago to make selective mailings 
for you. If your distinguished Grand Recorder wants a 
separate mailing and has the Jabels we can provide on short 
notice at cost. We can furnish not only a complete listing 
but sets of labels for every member of this Jurisdiction. 
There are more selective mailings down the line through the 
Constituent Commanderies and also perhaps by professions. 
There are many things we can do not merely as a brand new 
project with the purpose of a project but to provide greater 
service and reorganization and revitalization by the use of 
centralized information and an updating of the whole Order 
of Templary. 


Those are some of the things pending. We are working 
hard on the magazine and the every member compilation 
and the other details that come into the Chicago office. 
Your Grand Recorder had the opportunity to visit the of- 
fice a few weeks ago and we will welcome a visit from any 
of you who are in Chicago at any time. 


We are trying to revitalize not as a personal idea but as 
a mandate from the Grand Encampment last year. We

To the Right Eminent Grand Commander and Members of 
this Grand Commandery of Knights Templar: 


Sir KNIGHTS: 


The resurrection of Jesus Christ was an experienced 
fact for the first disciples. The certainty of their faith in 
the risen Lord transformed their lives and made possible 
the subsequent achievements of the Christian tradition.

MOST WORSHIPFUL THOMAS A. BOOTH: I am 
very happy to be here in the Grand Commandery of Mas- 
sachusetts and Rhode Island once more. Unfortunately I 
was unable to be here last year due to a trip out of state. 
Templary still does mean something to me even though 
most of my efforts have been in another direction lately. 


I was interested in hearing your report and that of the 
Grand Recorder regarding a loss of membership because 
that is something that interests us all. It is perhaps a co- 
incidence but in our Grand Lodge we lost about 1700 mem- 
bers last year. I don’t know what it is going to be this year. 
T hope things are going to improve a little bit but I have 
no guarantee of it yet. 


of that 1700 lost almost exactly to the man it was by 
demits and suspensions. Our new members almost equaled 
the deaths. 


‘ In the Grand Commandery you again had 300 suspen- 
sions and demits. This is unfortunate but I wonder whether 
that 300 loss is really as serious as it sounds. Sometimes 
we have a habit of taking members in who are not really 
intereted. Somehow, and I think this happens sometimes 
in our Symbolic Lodge as well, for some reason a man ap- 


30 


plies for admission into a Blue Lodge. Nobody really 
knows the reason why. Somehow or other we don’t really 
give him the education he should have in what Blue Lodge 
Masonry and what Masonry as a whole means. I think per- 
haps the same thing might happen in Templary as well. 
Do they really know what Masonry and Templary is? 


I am not criticizing, of course, because the two things 
seem to go along in line. I feel we have a job to educate 
our Masons and our Knights Templar, Chapter Masons and 
Council Masons, and we can include the Scottish Rite with 
them, but it is a question that Masons come up so fast that 
they don’t really absorb the knowledge of the individual 
Orders and for some reason or other they fall by the way- 
side. 


There is one thing we all have to do. A Mason in the 
days of old strove for perfection and we have to strive for 
perfection in our members and look for the best men we 
can and give them the best knowledge and education in our 
Orders that they can get and then keep their interest in 
that way. Once they know what it is all about, Templary 
and Masonry, I think we will be back on the road but I don’t 
think at the present time that we should worry about it. Be 
concerned, true, but don’t worry because the trend is there. 


I congratulate you and the Grand Commandery. I know 
how hard you have worked. It is a little disappointing be- 
cause each Grand Commander who goes in likes to see a 
total gain but it doesn’t happen. When you look at the 
record I think the Grand Recorder had 13,807 for member- 
ship. Well, I can speak I think fairly authoritatively that 
just about eleven years ago it was only about 14,807 so in 
ten years you have only lost a thousand but that isn’t bad 
considering the times we have. So J think you are to be 
congratulated and the Commanders of the Grand Com- 
mandery are to be congratulated in holding the line as well 
as you have. But if we can all get together and work to- 
gether and teach Masonry to our candidates and up through 
the lines to the various bodies, keep them interested, make 
them really love the organization they work in and feel 
they want to do something for it rather than get something 
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out of it, then we will really be on the right track again. 
Thank you very much.

At this time we will call on our M.W. Grand Master, 
Kenneth G. Pearson, Grand Master of Masons in Rhode 
Island and Providence Plantations. 


M.W. KENNETH G. PEARSON: R.E. Grand Com- 
mander, Sir Knights. 


I too enjoy the privilege of being a Sir Knight and it is 
a marvelous thing for me to be the Grand Master of Rhode 
Island to attend this Grand Commandery. 


First of all, R.E. Sir, may I thank you and the Grand 
Commandery for the hospitality that I have already re- 
ceived while attending this Conclave. 


It is a privilege to meet so many Templars from Massa- 
chusetts because a meeting of new Brothers is the most 
Important thing as far as we of the Blue Lodge feel. 


Tread a little poem, three lines, that I have repeated over 
and over again which I think exemplifies our Masonic Or- 
der so well and I would like to repeat it here because I have 
one or two words that I would like to say afterwards and 
CUE M.W. Grand Master of Massachusetts has kind of stolen 
a little bit of my thunder. The three lines go as follows: 


I sought my soul but my soul I could not see. 
I sought my God but my God eluded me. 
I sought my Brother and I found all three. 


I think this is so typical and exemplifies Masonry that 
I am going to use these three little lines all through this 
coming year because I think they just strike home. I found 
my Brother and I found all three. 


I like to think of Masonry as Blue Lodge and the Con- 
cordant Bodies as a tree. We use the Blue Lodge as a sort 
of foundation and the Council, the Chapter, the Command- 
ery, the Scottish Rite, the Shrine and the other Concordant 
Bodies are just the growth from the roots. Before we can 
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have the growth in membership in the Concordant Bodies 
we must strengthen the roots and the Blue Lodge is the 
place where we start to strengthen the roots. 


Looking through the number of members in the Con- 
cordant Bodies and we break it down to an average, and I 
have done this just in Rhode Island and Massachusetts, I 
find the average works out that about one in five belong to 
the Scottish Rite and to the Chapter, about one in seven to 
the Council and about one in ten to Knights Templar Com- 
mandery and the Shrine. Certainly with these figures it 
proves that we have got to increase the membership in our 
Blue Lodge. We need not only to increase in numbers but 
we need to increase in good members. 


So may I ask you once again, attend your Blue Lodge. 
Please think a great deal of Knight Templary, I do, but 
come back to Blue Lodge and strengthen those roots. We 
need the men who have the interest in Masonry first before 
we can bring in other interested Masons. 


I thank you all for the privilege of being with you. To 
all those I have not met at the present time I hope you make 
yourself known before the day is over because it is a won- 
derful thrill to be the Grand Master of a State and meet 
new friends. 


Once again, R.E. Sir, I thank you for the courtesies ex- 
tended to me and I look forward to the rest of the day.

REPORT OF THE MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE 
September 17, 1968 


To the Officers and Members of this Grand Commandery 
K.T. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


You have heard the Report of the Grand Recorder and 
his personal comments regarding it. It is not one in which 
we can take great pride yet, on the other hand, it does give 
hope for more concrete progress this year. 


This past year due to business reasons our Chairman of 
Membership found it necessary to resign. 


We had embarked on an organized program for mem- 
bership originating in the Blue Lodge which required a tre- 
mendous amount of detail work which was handled through 
the Grand Commandery office. Even though it was neces- 
sary to expend a disaapportionate amount of time and 
money to get this program started, the year ended with less 
than 50% cooperation. This is not the time or place to 
dwell further on this particular subject. Let it suffice to 
say that those who expended the necessary effort to make a 
fair trial, were more than pleased with the results. We have 
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been assured that the first fruits of this venture were most 
rewarding. 


We now have a new Chairman of Membership and in a 
matter of a few hours will be graced with a new Grand 
Commander. From conversations held with these two Sir 
Knights, I am confident they will devote much time and at- 
tention toward making further headway with our Member- 
ship program. 


When we speak of membership, inevitably, we think in 
terms of increased numbers on our rolls and rightly so. But 
does each incoming Commander of each Constituent Com- 
mandery devote enough thought to the fact that on being 
installed he is blessed with some 100 to 1,000 Sir Knights 
under his command. This is a gift from those that preceded 
him. It then becomes his duty not only to make an intelli- 
gent effort to increase his membership through new knight- 
ings but also to retain those whom he has through the ef- 
forts of others. This year we had 252 demits and suspen- 
Slons divided among our fifty Commanderies which is 
slightly over 5 to each Commandery. 


Why this needless loss each year? For the most part I 
believe that these valued Sir Knights are in no small part 
victims of an obligation to pay yearly dues and in far too 
many instances receive nothing in return for their money. 


Each Commander should make a concerted effort to give 
Fi oa Knight under his command something for his dues. 
he ne on which there is no work a program of in- 
eno ould be featured to bring out the membership to 
Be y an evening each month of knightly companionship. 

you but maintain the interest of your members, you will 


be rewarded by their continued willingness to remain a 
Knight Templar. 


Although much more could be written, let it suffice to 


say that this thought will be further developed during the 
ensuing year. 


In the meantime keep in mind that there is no mystical 
road to Templar success. It is all based on individual in- 
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telligence and work. Good old fashioned hard work will 
succeed above all else.

Since May 15 the Grand Master of DeMolay 
has traveled 28,000 miles in thirty-two States and three 
Canadian Provinces. In that period of time it has been his 
very, very great privilege to meet with over 8,000 DeMolay 
boys with thousands of Advisors, men such as yourselves, 
and many of our Masonic Grand Bodies. 


I take this moment as an opportunity, R.E. Grand Com- 
mander, to tell you that the Order of DeMolay has never in 
its forty-nine years of life been held in any greater esteem 
than it is at this very moment. The cementing of Masonic 
support and relationship is tremendous but with this high 
esteem I must confess goes a great responsibility, a great 
responsibility on the part of its leadership to not only main- 
tain the type of program that challenge the majority and 
induce a spirit of evangelism but it is a responsibility that 
requires on the part of every Master Mason to create an 
image for the young people to hold to a high level.

lined up six abreast. This was individual attention to the 
obligation of a Sir Knight and Templary. I don’t know 
when we have had anything like that in recent years. Carry 
that thought with you, one hour and forty tine six 
abreast, to pass a given point. This was the spirit of cine 
plary. This was the spirit of Masonry. It was a shor 
thirty-eight years ago. 


Then there was one final point that I think is left un- 
expressed. This sword becomes the property of the Grand 
Commandery and it is requested that each ses ee 
mander wear it at the Annual Conclave.

REPORT OF THE KNIGHT TEMPLAR EYE 
FOUNDATION COMMITTEE 


September 17, 1968 


Grand Commandery of Knights Templar and Appendant 
Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


Sir KNIGHTS: 


The Committee on Eye Foundation has processed eight 
cases for medical treatment of eye conditions during the 
past year. This is a very low number for the jurisdiction 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. As was stated last year 
by the chairman of this committee medical treatment is thor- 
oughly covered in Massachusetts and Rhode Island by Medi- 
caid, Medicare, Aid to Dependent Children, General Public 
Assistance, Aid to the Disabled and Old Age Assistance. 
In view of the fact that more extensive coverage is going to 
be had under the bill “Title 19” it is felt that our endeavors 
should be directed toward research rather than treatment, 
in this jurisdiction. 

Our wonderful gains in financing have been previously 
reported by the Committee on Knight Templar Eye Foun- 
dation Promotion.

THE GRAND COMMANDER: Sir Knights, it becomes 
my pleasure now to present to you the Grand Representa- 
tive of Sir Knight John Lawton Crofts, Sr., M.E. Grand 
Master of the Grand Encampment Knights Templar of the 
United States of America, Sir Knight Roy W. Riegle, his 
personal representative and our Inspector Officer. 
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R.E. SIR ROY A. RIEGLE: R.E. Grand Commander, 
M.W. Grand Masters, R.E. Department Commander, Sir 
Knights, and the great Grand Master of the International 
Order of DeMolay. I am very happy to be here in this 
great State of Massachusetts. 


I come here as the representative of our Grand Master, 
John L. Crofts, who is a most sincere, earnest and conscien- 
tious Grand Master. He is working towards every possible 
end to make Templary succeed in every community within 
this United States. I am happy to be associated with John 
L. Crofts, our M.E. Grand Master. I bring to you his cor- 
dial greetings. In his letter to me he said, “Give all of the 
Sir Knights of Massachusetts and Rhode Island and those 
who are there from other States my most cordial greetings.” 


I have been delighted here this morning just sitting here 
resting, as it were, listening to the various speeches and 
remarks and seeing you perform. You presented things 
here that mean so much to the recipient, the Knight Tem- 
plar Cross of Honor to a Sir Knight who perhaps has not 
received the honors that perhaps you and I have received 
but he has been spending his energy and his time and devo- 
tion to Templary and to Masonry. That is the purpose of 
the Knight Templar Cross of Honor. 


I congratulate your Grand Commandery for its great 


success in having over ten per cent of its entire member- 
ship as life sponsors, 1515 I believe. Six Commanderies 
have over twenty per cent. Twenty Commanderies, if I 
remember, have over ten per cent. I assure you, Sir Knights, 
that every cent that is paid into a Life Sponsorship or a 
Patron or an Associate Patron is going into the permanent 
endowment fund. I looked at the figures the other day and 
we lack only $7,000 of having $1 million dollars in the per- 
manent endowment fund. Each Sir Knight who buys a life 
sponsorship will, long after his death, be helping in the 
great cause of saving eyesight, improving eyesight, helping 
those who cannot help themselves to enjoy the beauties of 
the world. Someday that permanent endowment fund will 
be $5 million dollars and we will gladly assume a side by 
side position with the Shrine that is helping crippled chil- 
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dren because the Eye Foundation is becoming one of the 
great humanitarian projects in the United States of Amer- 
ica. I congratulate you sincerely for the great work you 
are doing here in this Eye Foundation. 


Before I forget I want to thank you sincerely for the 
many courtesies you have extended to my wife, Mrs. Riegle, 
I want to thank you sincerely for all the courtesies extended 
to us. 


I want to compliment your Grand Recorder. He made 
a magnificent speech this morning, an inspiring talk, when 
he presented that sword. What a history that sword has. 
Over a thousand gain in membership. It tells a great story. 
It really tells the story of Templary. And that parade in 
Providence, Rhode Island, Burt, I was happy to listen to 
you this morning and hear you tell about the history of Sir 
Knight Benton and his accomplishments during his year as 
Grand Commander. 


You have a great Grand Recorder here who is well 
esteemed and regarded by the Grand Encampment. We re- 
celve a copy of the letters from a Grand Recorder. Every 
letter he writes we get a copy of it. Our files fill up rapidly 
with the copies. I glance over all of them and I know that 
your Grand Recorder has been to Chicago and he has gone 
through that office and he has been taken on a tour through 
the Grand Recorder’s office. I see the letters written about 
him and they are all good. I congratulate you, Burt, on 


taking the time to go out to Chicago and get acquainted with 
the Grand Recorder’s office, 


Now I could talk longer but I realize it is dinner time 


and I just want to say that I appreciate being here. I thank 
you for all your courtesies. 


THE GRAND COMMANDER: Sir Knights, we will 
take up the old business at this time. First on the agenda, 
proposed amendment to the Grand Commandery Consti- 
tution, to strike out Article VII, Section 2, of the Constitu- 
tion of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and 
the Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
which reads: 
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“The first four of the above officers and the Grand 
Treasurer and the Grand Recorder shall be elected. The 
remaining officers, the Grand Prelate, a Grand Sentinel, 
Division Commanders and an Inspector Instructor, shall be 
appointed by the Grand Commander.” 


and rephrase Article VII, Section 2, to read: 


“The first four of the above officers and the Grand 
Treasurer and the Grand Recorder shall be elected, and the 
remaining officers, together with a Grand Sentinel, Inspec- 
tor Instructor and Division Commanders shall be appointed 
by the Grand Commander. The Grand Senior Warden, 
Grand Junior Warden, Grand Standard Bearer, Grand 
Sword Bearer, and Grand Captain of the Guard shall hold 
office only for the duration of the conclave at which each 
was appointed, and no appointee shall be successively ap- 
pointed to or successively hold any one or more of each 
appointive offices except that of the Grand Sentinel, Grand 
Prelate and Inspector Instructor.” 


E. SIR JACK R. BAKER: So moved. (Motion second- 
ed) 


THE GRAND COMMANDER: Sir Knights, it has been 
moved and seconded for the adoption of this proposal. Any 
discussion? 


R.E. SIR GEORGE C. PATTON, JR.: R.E. Grand Com- 
mander, I have some discussion with reference to this Sec- 
tion. I believe it is tying the hands of the incoming Grand 
Commander in an arbitrary manner against the Regulations 
of the Grand Encampment which gives the Grand Com- 
mander the prerogative of making such appointments as he 
desires. We are trying and have tried very hard to shorten 
the Grand Commandery line. I think we are defeating our 
purpose with the adoption of this amendment. 


THE GRAND COMMANDER: Is there any further 
discussion either for or against this? 


A SIR KNIGHT: R.E. Grand Commander, I would like 
to have a little information on just what is meant by two 
items here. One, they will hold office only during the Con- 
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clave at which they were appointed and no appointee shall 
be successively appointed to or successively hold any one or 
more of each appointive offices. On the first point, does 
that mean at the end of this Conclave they are out of office? 


THE GRAND COMMANDER: No, for a year. 


A SIR KNIGHT: It doesn’t say that. It says for the 
Conclave. Furthermore, does it mean a Junior Warden can 
no longer become a Senior Warden? 


THE GRAND COMMANDER: Correct. 


A SIR KNIGHT: I can’t see anything wrong with our 
present system. 


R.E. SIR GEORGE C. PATTON, JR.: R.E. Grand 


Commander, has our Jurisprudence Committee approved 
this amendment? 


THE GRAND COMMANDER: May I read to you a 
decision handed us by the Jurisprudence Committee. 


“After consideration it is the unanimous opinion of the 
four members of the Committee now present in the Juris- 
diction, one being away at some distance on an extended va- 
cation, that the provisions of the proposed amendment in its 
present form would become effective immediately upon 
adoption and in substance would prevent the appointment 
at the 1968 Annual Conclave of any appointee who had held 
one of the offices designated during the previous year. 
However, since the question may become material in a pro- 
posed amendment by the Grand Commandery it was a unan- 
imous opinion of the four members of the Committee on 
Jurisprudence that an amendment to the proposed amend- 
ment providing that the provisions of the amendment if 
adopted be effective as of some specific time in the future, 
such as the 1969 Annual Conclave, would be germain to the 
subject and in order for consideration by the Grand Com- 
mandery if proposed in accordance with its Constitution. 
Respectfully and courteously submitted, Winslow A. Rob- 
bins, Whitfield W. Johnson, Frankland W. L. Miles, Eugene 
P. Carver, Jr.” who reported on this. 
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E. SIR HAROLD A. BUDREAU: R.E. Grand Com- 
mander, wouldn’t it help if somebody explained the reason 
why you want to make the change? 


V.E. SIR NORMAN L. STAVELEY: Let me first state 
to you, Sir Knights, that the proposers of this By-law change 
have the interest of Grand Commandery and Templary at 
heart. We are not trying any gimmick, so to speak. It has 
been stated in the past they have tried to shorten up the 
Grand Commandery line so that we could get men of caliber 
that were willing to spend three or four years in line as op- 
posed to spending eight years in line. This is fundamental- 
ly what we are trying to accomplish. 


It has been in the past that the so called Masonic ladder 
has made it almost impossible for what we sometimes term 
as good men to not be able to serve through the line. This 
is what we are trying to eliminate. The fact that the Sir 
Knight thus appointed for a year not being able to serve 
through this Masonic ladder is the gist of this subject. 

The procedure, as we have decided to try, would be to 
make it so that according to the way they do it in Grand 
Encampment would be that the stations or the titles ~ 
Grand Senior Warden, Grand Junior Warden and so fort! 
would be appointed at or just prior to the Grand Cae 
so that the stations of the Grand Commandery would be 
filled for the Grand Conclave and at the end of the Ruseiere 
the station is then vacant until the next Grand Conclave 
which is customary to Grand Encampment. 

The manner in which we had decided to fill eer" i 
tions of the Grand Commandery was this. ee 
appointed Officers, with the exception of the Gra oe 
nel, the Prelate, Grand Warder and the Inspector inf 
tor, would be that they would be appointed as aa bse 
manders all bearing an equal rank. This was SO that s 
the course of the year the Grand Council Officers cou! ob- 
serve the functions and the interest of these Division om- 
manders and if I preside this afternoon they will a“ re- 
quested to make a monthly report to the Grand pone aiid 
office as to what they have accomplished, what they ee 
attempted, and what they have done as far as presiding 
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over their Divisions. These reports would be confined to 
a file in the Grand Office under their name and at the end 
of the year or at the end of the Templar year they would 
be reviewed by the Grand Council of this Grand Command- 
ery and the person with the most, what shall I say, the fel- 
low who has earned, shall we say, the merit of accomplish- 
ment he could then be appointed as Grand Senior Warden, 
and project downward according to their merits Grand 
Junior Warden, Sword Bearer and so forth. 


This is more or less trying to instill on an incentive basis 
for doing the work of a Grand Officer. The one who pro- 
duced the most gets the most reward thereby being ap- 
pointed to Grand Senior Warden. 


Then it could be a recommendation to the Nominating 
Committee that this fellow who has been appointed as 
Grand Senior Warden we found to be the most capable to 
handle the business of your Grand Commandery, not dic- 
tating to the Nominating Committee but merely a sugges- 
tion so that they could investigate on their own and find 
out if we are correct or not correct. 


Now, Sir Knights, we have been trying for a number of 
years as I have progressed through the line to find out 
Some of the whys and wherefores of where we are failing 
in Grand Commandery and the Grand Commandery line. 
We attempted, or our R.E. Grand Recorder back in his 
term started something going that did not mature. So we 
have come up with this suggestion to be presented to you 
as a By-law change that we feel will enhance the ability of 
the Grand Commandery ruling body, which is generally 
your Grand Council. I¢ will make it so that a fellow, a good 
capable man, will not have to spend eight years or nine 
years in Grand Commandery line. He can prove himself 
and go right on into Grand Commandery Council thereby 
assuring you fellows of the most capable ruling body that 


we can find at any particular time to rule your Grand Com- 
mander. 


If you fellows don’t feel that this is going to be a step 
forward I wish you would vote it down but if you want 
progress in your Grand Commandery go that your Grand 
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Commandery Officers will be the best we can obtain then I 
say vote for it and your sponsors will accept your opinion. 


Before I sit down it was brought to my attention the 
fact that there was an oversight in the preparation of this 
and according to our Jurisprudence Committee I would like 
to offer an amendment to clear up one point that has been 
quite widely spoken of and that is as far as the effective 
date. The amendment would read: 


“This By-law change if adopted to become effective as 
of the Annual Grand Conclave of 1969.” 


Now I hope, Sir Knights, that you will consider it very, 
very seriously and adopt the amendment and then adopt the 
By-law change. Thank you. 

R.E. SIR ALFRED BLAKE: R.E. Grand Commander, 
I am not rising to second the amendment of the principal 
motion. I am merely rising for a point of information. I 
read this thing a good many times and with all respect to 
the people who drafted this resolution I am now gare 
about the principal amendment. I am frank to say I don 
understand it and I think I can read a paragraph with rea- 
sonable comprehension. 


Now I am just asking for information but as I read this 
thing if you have somebody who is ambitious and who is 
potentially well qualified to go through the line and io ae 
Grand Commander he can serve one year, period. As bs 
read this thing he has got to wait indefinitely until eS 
time as he chooses to run for the office of Captain ie > this 
Now if you can give me any other ee " 
thing the way it is worded I wish somebody would becau 
I cannot follow it. i a 

I have some more questions too I might add. Now I 
don’t care who answers this but I would like an explanation 
from somebody. : P 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: B.€E. Sir, not being a 
lawyer but probably somebody can help me. It ea ae 
tent and it still is our intent that a man who serves one 
year as a Division Commander then becomes eligible to run 


for Captain General. 
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mandery seven dollars for every Knight receiving the Order 
of the Temple and two dollars plus the amount of Per Cap- 
ita dues assessed by the Grand Encampment for every mem- 
ber returned and from the sum thus collected shall be paid 
the Per Capita for every member levied by the Grand En- 
campment. A Commandery failing to make said annual 
return on or before the first day of August shall pay a pen- 
alty of twenty-five dollars. Payment of the foregoing 
amounts shall be made in three installments as follows: 
fifty (50) per cent on or before the thirty-first day of 
December, twenty-five (25) per cent on or before the thir- 
tieth day of April and the balance on or before the first day 
of August, the first two installments to be estimated upon 
the official return of membership for the preceding year 
and third installment computed on the official return of 
membership to and including the thirtieth day of June pre- 
ceding such first day of August. 


Now I hope I have made it clear that we have not asked 
for more money. We have merely asked that we change 
our existing manner of paying to three installments so that 
this Grand Commandery can operate smoothly month by 
month as far as finances are concerned. 


It is also recommended and requested that at the earliest 
date possible a Special Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
be held to vote upon this. 


THE GRAND COMMANDER: Sir Knights, is there 


any further new business to be brought before this Grand 
Conclave?

even further.
